YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MANY A MAN past fifty complains 


of severe wheezing and may blame it on 
asthma. This may not be asthma at all, 
but a much different "diesase known 
medically as emphysema, or sometimes 
progressive bronchospaslic disease. 


In this disease the tiny air sacs of th« 


lungs become overdistended by spasm 
of the small tubes (bronchioles) leading 
to these sacs. The spasms also inter- 
fere with flow of air to and from the air 


The actual cause for this conditinjj is 


not known. Infections of the lung may 
also be pcrsent, adding further com- 
plications. 


A person with this disease may nol 


notice anything wrong except a sudden 
coughing spell which raises a small 
phlegm. Usually Ihis occurs during the 
first hour after rising, and is the first 
warning. 


Sometimes a drink of warm water nr 


other warm fluids may help raise lhe 
phlegm and shorten this uncomfortable 
period in the morning. The person usu- 
ally has no trouble the rest of the day 
and has a peaceful night's sleep. 


As thc disease progresses, the person 


becomes short of breath, but finds he 
can breathe better when lying down. 
He can usually :sleep comfortably on one 
pillow, and therefore differs from tho 
heart patient who must Sit up to be, 
comfortable. His ribs may also expand 
and his chest enlarges, even though he 
cannoi breathe as well. 


If the disease becomes se'verc it leads 


to serious 'breathing' difficulties, with a 
bluish color of thc lips from lack oC 
oxygen. 


The early 
morning, brcalhlcssnc.su 


can be helped by drugs that dilate, the 
small tubes in the lung. Small docs of 
potassiun iodide may help reduce tha 
..coughing and shortness of breath. A 
tight binder around the abdomen also 
helps as a rule. 


,If treatment (o prevent the spasms 


is started early, ihe disease may be stop- 
ped -before, it totally incapacitates the 
person. Reducing is important if the 
person is overweight. 


This disease progresses very slowly, 


but once, lhe damage, is done, it cannot 
he repaired. Prompt and early treatment 
is advised in all these casei.
